HAMBURG, Germany, Sept. 6 
(AP) — Three British transports 
with 4400 European Jews of the 
Exodus 1947 who were turned 
back from Palestine arrived in 
the Elbe estuary today and Brit- 
ish authorities clamped still tight- 
er security precautions for tomor- 
row’s main debarkation. - 

Informants said a number of 
Jews were removéd from the ships 
shortly after they anchored, but 
a naval officer at Cuxhaven de- 
nied this. 

The British agnounced that no 
photographers would be permitted 
at the dockside in Hamburg when 
the ships arrive at 5 a.m. tomor- 
row (11 p.m. St. Louis time to- 
day) and no news corréspondents 
would be allowed on the quay un- 
til 7 a.m., or two hours after the 
arrival. 

American and British corre- 
spondents protested vigorously 
against what they called “intoler- 
able restraints” imposed on them 
by the British. 


Depends on Events. 

Authorities said if the debarka- 
tion is peaceful, the press would 
get “a fair chance to see the pro- 
ceedings.” If not, the correspond- 
ents were told, “you will not have 
a very good view.“ 

ritish officials from Cuxhaven 
‘boarded the three ships at the 
mouth of the Elbe, the river that 
gives Hamburg its entry to the 
sea.

The Jews were destined for 
camps near Luebeck.

Operation “Oasis,” as it is called 
by the British Army, will be car- 
ried out behind an elaborate se- 
curity screen.

On land, an outer ring of Ger- 
man police will keep German ci- 
vilians away from the scene.

Passes, 
issued at the last minute to pre- 
vent forgery, will get those con- 
cerned into the debarkation area.

TO DEPORT ALIEN 


‘Sweeping Policy’ to Af- 
fect Many Prominent 
in Unions, World-Tele- 


gram Says. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6 (UP)—The 
Department of Justice has opened 
a drive to deport all alien Com- 
munists, including many promi- 
nént in union circles, the New 
York World-Telegram said today. 

The newspaper said the depart- 
ment’s “new sweeping policy“ 
‘would start Monday with deporta- 
tion proceedings here against 
John Santo, national organizer of 
the Transport Workers’ Union, 
which currently threatens a city- 
wide bus strike. 

The newspaper said that the 
campaign would be pursued 80 
strongly that even former G. I.s 
would not be exempt in the Gov- 
ernment’s drive to clear out non- 
citizen Communists. 3 

The story was written by Fred - 
erick Woltman, World-Telegram 
staff writer, who was awarded a 
Pulitzer Prize this spring for his 
reporting on Communist activities 
in the United States. 

“The basic theory behind this 
new, sweeping policy,” Woltman 
wrote, “is that Communist party 
membershjp automatically pre- 
cludes loyalty to the Constitution 
of the United States and that 
service in the armed forces of this 
country is no guarantee against 
a Communist’s fundamental alle- 
giance to a foreign power, the So- 
viet Union.” 

Woltman wrote that since the 
organization of the T. W. U. in 1933, 
Santo “has been assigned by the 
Communist party to act as its 
guiding genius, as well as the 
brains behind Councilman Michael 
J. Quill, T.W.U. president.” 

He reported W. F. Watkins, dis- 
trict director of Immigration and 
‘Naturalization, had disclosed that 
a deportation hearing on Santo 
would be held at 11 a.m. Monday 
at immigration headquarters. 

Among the charges to 
brought against Santo, Woltman 
wrote, was that “he is affiliated 
with an organization advocating 
and t@ching the overthrow by 
force and violence of the Govern- 
ment of the United States.” 

“The Santo proceedings are ex- 
pected to serve as the Govern- 
ment's test case in its general de- 
portation program,” he wrote. The

FINNS GAVE UP AS ALLIES. 
PLANNED AID, SAYS SWEDEN 


STOCKHOLM, Sept. 6 (AP)— 
Documents published by the 
Swedish foreign office purport to 
show that if the 1939-40 war be- 
tween Russia and Finland had 
lasted another two days France 
and Britain would have dis- 
patched a force of 50,000 men 
against the Soviet Union. Finland 
made peace with ‘Russia March 
13, 1940. 

The Swedish white paper, pub- 
lished yesterday, said that Swed- 
ish Consul Raoul Nordling 
brought King Gustaf a special 
message from French Premier 
Edouard Daladier on March 2, 
that such a force would be sent 
to Finland across northern Nor- 
way as part of a general offen- 
sive against Russia scheduled for 
March 15. 

The white paper added that on 
the same day the British minister 
is Stockholm submitted a note 
proposing the dispatch of British 
troops through Sweden. Permis- 
sion later was refused by Sweden. 


ALLIED AIR DEATH RATE OFF 
IN JAPAN DESPITE EXPANSION 


TOKYO, Sept. 6 (AP)—A 62 per 
cent decline in the accident rate 
of the Far East Air Forces, de- 
spite expanding activities as “the 
first line of defense,” was reported 
today in another allied headquar- 
ters summation on two years of 
the Japanese’ occupation. 

The report said accidents have 
been reduced to the point where 
F. E. A. F. airmen now fly the equiv- 
alent of more than 60 trips around 
the world for each fatality.

TO AUSTRALIA ARE 
FIRST TO LEAVE U.S. 


Box Flown to San Francisco, 
Given to Official for Flight 
elbourne.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn, Sept. 6 
(AP)—A small box containing 20 
millicuries of the radioisotope 
phosphorous 32 was placed aboard 
a Delta Airlines plane by a cour- 
ier of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission here last night for its long 
flight to Australia for treatment 
of an urgent case of polycythemia 
vera, a blood disorder. 

It was the first shipment abroad 
for medical and biological use of 
radioisotopes produced as by- 
products of the Government’s 
chain-reacting uranium pile. at 
Clinton Laboratories in nearby 
Oak Ridge, Tenn. 

The Delta plane flew to Chi- 
cago, where the container; four 
inches square and weighing four 
pounds, was transferred to a Unit- 
ed Airlines DC-6, which left at 
11:30 p.m. for San Francisco. 
There, early today, the radioiso- 
topes were delivered to the Aus- 
tralian consul-general, who will 
send them via British Common- 
wealth Pacific Airlines to Aus- 
tralia tomorrow. 

The precious package is con- 
signed to the Commonwealth 
X-ray and Radiation Laboratories 
in Melbourne, where docters and 
scientists early next week will ap- 
ply them in treatment of a victim 
of the rare disease.

He said such 
industries should be required to 
register with the Department of 
Labor and Industrial Health and 
should operate under a permit 
making it necessary to report any 
malignant lesions occurring among 
workers. 


Use of Vitamin B Compound. 


A new vitamin B compound 
called teropterin may prove of 
value in treating cancer, it was re- 
ported by Dr. Richard Lewisohn 
of Mount Sinai Hospital in New 
York. 

The compound, found in nature 
and synthesized by Dr. Brian L. 
Hutchings, New Tork research 
chemist, was used in treating a 
52-year-old patient who had a ma- 
lignant tumor on the neck. After 
nearly three months of daily dos- 
age, Dr. Lewisohn reported, the 
tumor disappeared, at least for 
the time being. 


The new compound also has 
been found effective to a degree 
in treating pernicious anemia. 

Results from injection of the 
male hormone, testosterone, in 
numerous cases of breast cancer 
of women were reported by Dr. 
Antonio Prudente, president of 
the technical council of the As- 
sociation to Combat Cancer of the 
state of Sao Paulo, Brazil. . 


He told of a group of 141 cases 
dealt with since 1939. The hor- 
mone was given following opera- 
tion for removal of the cancer. 
Patients who lived more than five 
years thereafter comprised 61.5 
per cent of this group, compared 
with 31.2 per cent for earlier pa- 
tients who had not received the 
hormone. 

Dr. Prudente also told of an- 
other group of 40 cases of breast 
cancer which were too advanced 
for operation. However, the hor- 
mone was administered in large 
doses and, he said, there were “ex- 
traordinary and gratifying im- 
provements.” He was of the opin- 
ion the treatment tended to pro- 
long life in these cases and no- 
tably gave relief from pain. 


Honored for Work on Tumors. 


At a dinner last night, Dr. Pey- 
ton Rous of New York received 
an honorary Doctor of Medicine 
degree from the University of Zu- 
rich, for his research in the field 
of virus tumors. Presentation was 
made by Dr. Hans R. Schinz, for- 
mer dean of the medical school of 
the Swiss university. 


The dinner program featured a 
Symposium on cancer in which 
participants were Dr. Joseph Aub, 
professor of research medicine at 
Harvard University; Dr. Francis 
O. Schmitt, biologist at Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology; Dr. 
J. S. Nicholas, Yale University 
embryologist, and Dr. Alexander 
Haddow, director of the Royal 
Cancer Hospital, London. 

The American Cancer Society 
yesterday presented a $15,000 
check to Barnard Free Skin and 
Cancer Hospital. This represent- 
ed the first payment on a previ- 
ously announced $50,000 grant, the 
balance of which will be paid in 
the next six months. John H. 
Teeter, national research director 
for the society, explained that 
$30,000 of the grant is for funda- 
mental research and $20,000 for 
improvement of the pathological 
service of the St. Louis institution. 


RUBBER OUTPUT RULE EASED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (AP)— 
The Department of Commerce 
formally announced yesterday it 
would discontinue next week reg- 
ulations requiring rubber manu- 
facturers to use synthetic rubber 
in the production of about 30,000 
items.

posure to ionizing radiation a 
more widespread and imminent 
hazard than has yet been con- 
ceived. 

Scope of Study Enlarged. 

“In the past, our observations 
of the effects of ionizing radie- 
tions have been largely confined 
‘to those individuals exposed 
chronically o Roentgen rays and 
to radium and its derivatives by 
virtue of their occupation, and to 
those treated with ionizing radia- 
tion for therapeutic purposes. For 
the first time, large numbers of 
persons have been exposed to 
ionizing radiation, as a result of 
the explosions of the atomic 
bombs. 

“The effects of an atomic bomb 
differ from those of an ordinary 
explosion in one regard—the pro- 
duction of large amounts of ra- 
diant energy. The effects of air 
blast, both primary and secondary, 
differ only in degree and extent 
from those of a blockbister or 
the explosion of an ammunition 
dump. The radiant energy of the 
atomic bomb explosion is liberated 
in several ways. 

“Ionizing radiations have been 
shown to produce a variety of tu- 
mors, both in animals and in man. 
In general, slight, long-continued 
radiation has been more effective 
in this regard than a single dose. 
Skin cancer, fibro-sarcoma, osteo- 
genic sarcoma and leukemia have 
developed in man following pro- 
longed exposure to radiation. Sub- 
lethal doses delivered in short 
time periods have induced leu- 
kemia and tumors of the ovary in 
animals. All too little data exist 
as to the effect of similar exposure 
in man, The populations of Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki offer data of 
great potential value in this re- 
gard. ° : 

“The exposure they received 
was virtually instantaneous and 
there was no significant residual 
radioactivity. :

of ionizing radiation, it is impor- 
tant to distinguish between total 
body irradiation, such as was re- 
ceived by many in Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki, and radiation of a lim- 
ited field only, as commonly used 
in the therapy of tumors. 


“Since about 400 Roentgens of 
moderately penetrating Roentgen 
radiatidn may be fatal to man 
when delivered to the entire body, 
obviously any one tissue or organ 
will receive a relatively slight 
dose in those individuals wha sur- 
vive exposure to total radiation. 
It is very doubtful that a dose of 


wil] cause permanent damage to 
most organs or tissues. 


“Since hematopoietic tissue (con- 
cerned with the building up of 
blood) and the gonads (tissue 
originating sexual organs) are the 
most susceptible to ionizing radia- 
tion, it is here that we should 
especially look for the development 
of tumors. 

“Since, in addition, great num- 
bers of flash burns were producéd 
by exposure to the longer electro- 
magnetic rays liberated by the 
bomb explosions, and many trau- 
matic injuries followed the air 
blast waves, it is necessary to con- 
sider the possibility of develop- 
ment of neoplasms in the result- 
ing scars. Evidence has steadily 
accumulated over the years to in- 
dicate that there is a greater lia- 
bility of scarred skin to develop a 
malignant tumor than a similar 
area of normal skin. This is prob- 
ably related to the abnormal en- 
vironment and relationships of the 
cutaneous cells incident to cicatri- 
zation.” 

Other Factors in Bombing. 

Dr. Warren pointed out that 
burn victims of the bomb blasts 
received inadequate medical care, 
due to lack of supplies, and that 
victims often suffered from mal- 
nutrition. Although some devel- 
opment of keloid tissue on burns 


was noted, he said, there is no 


evidence that there is any specific 
relationship between the occur- 
rence of keloid in scar tissue and 
exposure to an atomic bomb ex- 
plosion.” Such a development of 
keloid tissue also was noted in 
those not exposed to the bomb’s 
radiation, but hurt by flying 
glass, Dr. Warren said. “No tu- 
mors ascribable to trauma have 
appeared,” he said. 

Although many showed disturb- 
ances of the blood-building tissues, 
Dr. Warren said most of these 
cases have returned to normal by 
now. The rate of leukemia among 
the bomb survivors does not ap- 
pear to be significantly higher 
than among other groups. No 
tumors of gonads have been re- 
ported among the survivors so far, 
he added.

AMIEL R. BARKER CONVICTED 
OF MURDER, GETS 60 YEARS

VANDALIA, IIL, Sept. 6—Amiel 
R. Barker, notorious St. Louis 
criminal, was found guilty of 
murder here early today by a jury, 
which fixed his punishment at 60 
years in prison. 

Barker, captured by Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents in 
Chicago last June as he sat in his 
automobile containing an arsenal 
of small arms, was convicted of 
killing Harry Mays, an oil field 
worker, in a tavern shooting at 
nearby Shobonier two years ago. 
The prosecution asked for the 
death penalty, or a long prison 
term. 

Pleading self-defense, Barker 
testified that Mays “made a dive 
for me and tried to get my gun.”

1, A New Precedent in Greece 


America’s moral position in the Balkans should 


de substantially improved if the plan goes through 
for the removal of the reactionary and corrupt 


Tsaldaris as Premier and his replacement by 
Themistocles: Sophoulis, leader of the Liberal 


Tsaldaris would remain in the Government as 
Deputy Premier and one of his lieutenants would 


become Minister of War. But the Liberals would 
take over the Ministry of Public Security and the 
Ministry of Justice. They would use these posts 


to halt violations of civil liberty and to grant 
amnesty to political prisoners and to guerrillas 
who will lay down their arms and trust to Amer- 
ican influence to restore democracy in Greece. 

Sophoulis, at 80, can hardly be considered the 
ideal man to lead the fight to liberalize the 
Greek Government. But his premiership would 
give opportunity for the development of younger 
leaders. Before long it should be possible to 
drop the wily Tsaldaris and his crew out of the 
Government altogether. | 

In forcing the change of governments, the 
United States has set a precedent of direct, if 
delicate, intervention in the internal politics of 
a nation to which it is giving aid. It is a prece- 
dent which should be pursued. The mere ex- 
tension of aid on the scale in which it was given 


to Greece constitutes intervention in itself. 
I no discrimination were made between Royal- 


ist reactionaries and democratic forces, the aid 
would simply become the means of entrenching 
the reactionaries indefinitely. 

To stop there would be to alienate progressive 
forces not only in Greece but wherever bewil- 
dered people are looking to the United States for 
leadership in finding a middle way between re- 
action and Communism. It is necessary to find 
and back men who can take the leadership for 
democracy. 

The Communists carefully pick the men who 
are to be the beneficiaries of their support and 
call on all party members and fellow-travélers 
to give them their backing. There is no cenfu- 
sion or dissipation of strength. The implications 
for America are plain, and it is good to see that 
America is learning the lesson. 


Next, Clean Air 
Out of the debate within the city government 
on air pollution has come a reasonable solution. 
Some of the worst sources of offense are known, 
so action can proceed without taking time for 
special surveys. Instead, further legislation is 


being drafted. It is needed because the smoke . 


law’s standard is not stringent enough to abate 


‘fly ash and because the intention is also to attack 


fumes and dusts that do not arise from the 
burning of fuel. If cleaning up the known 
sources of offense under such a law still leaves 
offensive air in any part of the city, the way 
will still be open for special surveys. 

While smoke is not completely .whipped, it is 
now reduced to a lesser nuisance than other 
causes of fouled air. Fly ash, in particular, is 
harming comfort, héalth and property in some 
areas of the city. From now on, it will be in- 
creasingly easy to obtain the physical equipment 
to clean up air at the source of contamination. 


Hence the aggressive pursuit of clean air is 


timely, and anything less than aggressive pur- 
suit could not be excused. 


Misunderstanding of the Valley 

Gov. Knous of Colorado is exceedingly mild 
when he says of the Missouri Valley appropria- 
tions for soil conservation: “I think Congress 
must have misunderstood the situation, because 
allowances for soil conservation have not been 
realistic.” Gov. Knous must also have misunder- 
stood the situation, for he says he is not interest- 
ed in what federal agency does the work so long 
as it is done speedily. So long as the work is 
done under the domination of the Army Engi- 
neers, the impracticality of which the Colorado 
Governor complains will continue to exist. 

How acute the soil needs are today in the Mis- 
souri Valley may be gathered from an article in 
the Saturday Evening Post entitled “The Great 
Plains Hit the Jack Pot.” 
Plains are in the Missouri Valley, but they make 
up two-thirds of this region. As the Saturday 
Evening Post article says, $2 wheat and seven 
years of abnormally good rainfall have created 
a bonanza in this subhumid area. Nearly 4,000,000 
acres of land have been put to the plow in the 
past two years. 

Similar conditions during and after the First 
World War led to the dust storms of the drouthy 
30s. H. H. Finnell, Soil Conservation Service ex- 
pert who spearheaded the efforts against those 
storms, foresees a “bigger and better Dust Bowl” 
coming up. Mr. Finnell, the Post article reports, 
“was pessimistic ... at his home in Amarillo. 


He was home because cuts in SCS funds had 


clipped off his long-range job of research on 
better land use in the Plains.” 

It is under conditions such as these that Pres- 
ident Truman, in his special message to Congress 
on flood control, proposed that slightly more than 
1 per cent of an extraordinary appropriation for 
flood control should be devoted to soil conserva- 
tion. His recommendation reflected the bias of 
the Army Engineers. If these facts do not re- 
move Gov. Knous’ indifference as to what fed- 
eral agency does the job so long as ft is done 
speedily, he cannot have followed the sequence 
of cause and effect.

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How to Stuff a Ballot Box 

It is so plain and simple, this thing of voting 
“ghosts” on election day, that it will be tried 
sooner or later in every community where citi- 
zens are not on watch: against vote thievery. It 
was described in some detail in the trial in 
Kansas City yesterday of Morris “Snag” Klein, 
gambler and precinct captain in the First Ward.

received a box of blank cards with instructions 
to list the names of the registered voters of the 
tenth precinct of the First Ward, one name and 
address to acard. Passentino worked diligently, 
arranging the finished cards in packets, a sep- 
arate packet to each block. 2 

On election day the packets were given to 
machine workers, who tore up a card whenever 
a voter appeared to cast his ballot. In the shank 
of the voting day, when presumably those who 
hadn’t voted wouldn't vote, the “ghosts” got busy 
voting the names on the cards not yet torn up. 

Meanwhile, an informal check was going on in 
the blocks themselves to see who was not going 
to the polls. The cards of persons who said 
they meant to go were not supposed to have 
been voted. There were a few mixups. Then 
beers were bought and kind or bullying words 
were spoken, as personalities seemed to dictate. 

Things were hushed up wherever possible, and 


‘hushing up is remarkably easy when authorities 


are conspiratorial or complacent. But the people 
of Kansas City heard what happened and got 
busy. The Department of Justice, after trying 


desperately to avoid — its duty, got on the 


job. So now, we su) „ some people are go- 
ing to jail. \ 

But why shouldn’t a police department or a 
sheriff's office be on guard to prevent such 
things? There are anti-gambling squads, anti- 
racketeering experts, homicide divisions and 
whatnot. Why shouldn’t all policemen be trained 
in detecting and preventing the none-too-clever 
tricks of stuffing the ballot box and be put on 
guard on election day?

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Item From Trieste 

A piece of news from Trieste should cause 
every American to blush. Five civilians of that 
international city went on trial for a $1,000.000 
rake-off on public works contracts.

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Bargain for County Voters 

With the Republican Central Committee’s in- 
dorsement, a home rule charter for St. Louis 
County is totally removed from partisanship, as: 
it deserves to be. The Democrats had already 
given their approval. 5 

The purpose of a charter is to bring effi- 
ciency and economy out of inefficiency and 
waste. The county has developed from a farm 
area to a large urban and suburban community. 
In the process, more than 200 local governments 
have grown up. The Legislature is no longer 
able to provide good detailed legislation for such 
a community. The charter would return a broad 


to county voters. 

While the document has not yet been drawn, 
there is every reason to believe that it will pro- 
mote consolidations, eliminations of deadwood 
and other reforms. A charter offers special ad- 
vantages to the unincorporated parts of the 
county, but, at their own option, municipalities 
can also contract with the charter government 
where it is to their advantage. 

At the present time, citizens are not asked to 
commit themselves to anything. They are simply 
asked to sign a petition which, when enough 
signatures are obtained, will set a bi-partisan 
unpaid commission to work drafting a proposed 
charter. The product of the commission’s labor 
will then be submitted to the voters. 

An intensive canvass of registered voters is, 
planned for the second half of this month. As 
the proposition stands, county citizens can lose 
nothing and stand an excellent chance to gain 
much. We think, therefore, that the response of 
signatures should be overwhelming.

The United States Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce has resolved itself in favor of legislation 
returning oil rights in the tidelands to the states. 
The resolution was introduced by delegates from 
California, a state which lost its claim to tide- 
lands oil by a United States Supreme Court de- 
cision in June. Dollars to doughnuts the rest of 
the Junior Chamber conference voted for it with 
no adequate notion of what the shooting was 
about. The Council of State Governments and 
the United States Chamber of Commerce, which 
resolved on the same subject a couple of years 
ago, probably had no better grounds of decision. 

It is this tendency of organizations, to be led 
around by the nose by a minority of members, 
that is one of the most depressing aspects of or- 
ganizational life in the United States. It would 
be interesting to see how the United States Jun- 
ior Chamber of Commerce would vote after both 
sides of the question had been aired before its 
members by qualified speakers. But then that 
procedure would take time and thought, which 
don’t come half as cheap as a couple of extra 
whereases.

When the Negro man or woman attempts 
to obtain a medical education, he finds all 
too often total barriers or quotas in medi- 
cal schools which are often insuperable. 


How Negroes Are Penalized 


Doctor Cobb points out that the Negro is 
penalized when he attempts to develop his 
own hospitals because some medical asso- 
ciations and a great many public officials 
promptly use the existence of such hospl- 
tals as an excuse to deny qualified Negro 
doctors the opportunity to practice in tax- 


supported and private institutions. 


A few attempts have been made to es- 
tablish so-called “interracial” hospitals. 
The pattern is invariably the same. When

Negroes move into an area, hospitals which 
have been erected for the use of the pre- 
vious residents are sold to Negroes. 

Dr. Cobb colloquializes the procedure as 
follows: “I am getting a new suit but this 
old one is too good and cost too much to 
throw away. I will turn it over to Sam. 
He needs a suit. This one is not new, but 
it is better than anything he has or can get 
now. With a few alterations this will be 
just right for him. 


For Him This Is Progress 


“He ought to appreciate it, even be grate- 
ful to pay as much as he can afford for it. 
Maybe he will pay more than it is worth, 
prices being what they are. After all, for 
him this is progress.” 

Such a philosophy played a material part 
in the establishment of so-called interracial 
hospitals in New York, Cleveland and Chi- 
cago. Many completely honest persons 
have contributed generously to the estab- 
lishment of such institutions as the Syden- 
ham Hospital in New York and the Provi- 
dent Hospital in Chicago. 

But it is clearly apparent from Dr. Cobb’s 
incontrovertible facts that a far greater 
contribution to the medical improvement 
not only of the Negro but of Americans 
generally would have been made had the 
game money, energy and devotion been 
given to the integration of all doctors, 
specialists and nurses irrespective of race, 
creed, color or national origin in hospital 
systems generally.

Henry J. Kaiser has demonstrated the 
daring and imagination in attacking in- 
dustrial problems that characterized an 
earlier generation of capitalists. At the 
same time, he has expressed views on the 
social responsibilities of capital that are 
far in advance of most contemporaries. 

No one, not even the Thomas committee, 
would call him a Red. And yet, his charge 
that the American steel industry, the foun- 
dation of all industry, is starving the na- 
tion’s economy through a refusal to ex- 
pand its productive capacity is a slap in 
the face of free enterprise. 

The Marxists hold that the function of 
capitalism, viewed in the long perspective 
of history, is to build a magnificent pro- 
ductive machine under the spur of the 
private profit motive. They hold that it 
is the function of Socialism to step in and 
operate the machine for the state when it 
slips from the grasp of a capitalism gone 
stale, its expanding vigor dissipated. 

Anyone who has tried to buy a car, @ 
refrigerator or any other steel product 
must know by now that steel is scarce 
and expensive—also profitable to its mak- 
ers. Thus, when Eugene Grace of Bethle- 


hem Steel solemnly states that America’s 
present steel capacity is sufficient for our 
own needs, plus foreign commitments, there 
is a strong temptation to say that he’s 
talking through his hat—or his pocket. 

Such statements lend tacit support to 
the idea.of an economy of scarcity. They 
betray a concern for present profits and 
a timid attitude toward risk that are a 
denial of capitalist theory. They say, in 
effect, the machine is all finished, our 
economy has reached its full growth. 

Such static concepts of American indus- 
try play into the hands of our enemies 
in the current world-wide contest between 
democracy and autocracy in the political 
sphere, between free enterprise and regi- 
mentation on the economic level. The 
United States has allies in the political 
contest. In the economic one we stand 
alone among major nations. Henry Kaiser's 
brand of dynamic capitalism has the best 
chance of scoring points for our side.

Between Book Ends 


Acute Picture of Brazil 


THE BRAZILIANS: PEOPLE OF TOMORROW, by Her- 
nane Tavares de Sa. (John Day, New York.) 
J. Fred Rippy, Author of Latin America and 
the indvsryial Age,” in the Chicago bard 

The jacket of this volume and the infor- 
mation sheets describing its author indi- 
cated that the author’s education, a little 
schooling here and a little there, almost 
all over the Western World, was quite su- 
perficial, They suggested that the author's 
activities were so widely scattered and di- 
verse that he could not possibly be effi- 
cient in any field. 

But I was completely surprised. I soon 
discovered that it was one of the most 
satisfying and useful volumes on Brazil 
ever published in the English languagé. 

Dr. Tavares de Sa not only understands 
his own country; he also understands what 
citizens of the United States and the Anglo- 
Saxon world want to know about it. A 


member of an old and aristocratic family 


of Brazil, he seems to be an authentic lib- 
eral. His whole tone is genuinely demo- 
cratic and humanitarian. 


* * * 


The author does not laud his country or 
his fellow citizens. He looks at them with 
a large measure of impartiality, records 
the handicaps as well as the resources, sees 
the bad along with the good. He observes 
that miscegenation has gone a long way 
in Brazil and anticipates that it will con- 
tinue, but he does not contend that Brazil 
has found the ideal solution of the race 
problem. 

He notes that the Brazilian intellectuals 
are quick-witted and fluent, but he does 
not try to conceal the fact that compara- 
tively few of them are thorough or pro- 
found, and he laughs at their fondness for 
the title of “Doctor.” 

He does not proclaim the vast Amazon 
valley as the paradise of the immediate 
future. He is aware of its debilitating cli- 
mate and of the difficulty of conquering 
its mortal diseases. He does not hesitate 
to declare that illiteracy is much higher 
in his country than official propaganda 
has been willing to admit or that 30,000,000 
Brazilians are “economic zeros.” 


* * * 


Turning to politics, he lauds Emperor 
Pedro II as one of the really able rulers 
of the nineteenth century, but has little 
praise for the executives of the Republi- 
can period, which began in 1889, except in 
the field of diplomacy (and few well versed 
in Brazilian political history will disagree 
with him here). 

He exposes the Getulio Vargas regime 
as one of deception, graft and repression, 
notes the leftist trend in his country and 
gives a judicious portrait of Luiz Carlos 
Prestes, for whose Communist leanings 
and political maneuvers he has no sym- 
pathy. What Tavares de Sa seems to pre- 
fer for his country is honest, intelligent, 
efficient democracy. 

The appearance of writers of his .type 
is an announcement that Brazil is ap- 
proaching maturity. 
voted to Brazil, but they are not blind to- 
its faults, weaknesses and problems. When 
such leaders become sufficiently numer- 
ous and resolute, they will set their coun- 
try on the path that leads to the high pla- 
teau of excellence and keep it there.

Even a tiny particle of blood 
from an infected animal, the de- 
partment said, can spread the in- 
fection to other horses. Biting in- 
sects—flies and mosquitoes—can 
also spread the fever. 

Specialists recommended the use 
of fly mats and insect repellants 
to reduce the danger. 

In its acute forms, the disease is 
usually fatal to horses within 15 to 
30 days. Less serious cases cause 
loss of weight, weakness, and

Security Council in two or three 
weeks. The Council set up the 
mission Aug. 25 to check on ef- 
fectiveness of its request of Aug. 
1 that the Indonesian republicans 
and the Dutch stop fighting. The 
Council renewed the request 
Aug. 26. 

A qualified informant said the 
consula. missi had been in- 
structed to re to the Security 
Council by Sept. 30. He said 80 
military or naval officers would 
be sent by each nation to provide 
technical assistance and to report 
on the cessation of fire. 

A meeting of the six consuls has 
been called for tomorrow night 
by United States consul-general 
Walter A. Foote. 

Dutch Losing Patience. 

Usually informed Batavia 
sources said the desire to accel- 
erate the mission’s activities pre- 


sumably was linked with growing 
Dutch dissatisfaction over the 


present situation, in which both 
sides admit that shooting is con- 
tinuing and in which division of 
the country into republican and 
Dutch-occupied areas is delaying 
economic rehabilitation. 

These sources said that Huber- 
tus J. Van Mook, acting Dutch 
Governor General of the Indies.

A radio broadcast from the re- 
publican capital of Jogjakarta ac- 
cused the Dutch of 994 truce vio- 
lations during the first month of 
the cease fire. The Dutch had 
charged the republicans with 800 
violations over the same period. 

A Netherlands Army com- 
munique reported 21 more clashes 
with the Indonesians yesterday. 
It said the Dutch had lost five 
killed and 28 wounded in the last 
two days. 


TWO POLICEMEN CONVICTED

Finds Connection 
Experts From All Over 
World Arriving for Congress.

A connection between leprosy and cancer, two of 
mankind's most dread diseases, has been found by 
a woman scientist of Jerusalem, Palestine. She is 
Dr. Rivka Ashbel, here for the Fourth International 
Cancer Research Congress. 

Dr. Ashbel, who arrived yesterday, was among 
the first of several hundred of the world’s leading 
cancer experts who will attend the Congress, the 
first to be held in eight years. It opens Tuesday and 
continues through the following Sunday, with head- 
quarters at Hotel Jefferson. 25 

The leprosy- cancer connection, Dr. Ashbel said, 
is that leprosy, under certain conditions, produces 
cancer. Infecting hamsters, which are small rodents, 
with the leprosy bacilli, she found that tumors arose 
in the animals. Sui 

This is the first instance of cancer being artifi- 
cially brought about by a biological method. Pre- 
vious methods of inducing cancer for research pur- 
poses have been solely with chemical agents. 


Few Escape 

But a small percentage of the leprosy-infected 
animals did not develop tumors. After much inves- 
tigation, Dr. Ashbel found the cancer-free rodents 
had a certain kind of kidney malady, called cystic - 
kidney disease. 

This gave rise to a development which throws 
important light on future cancer-cure research. 

Isolating the bacteria causing the cystic kidney 
disease, she was able to reproduce the disease at 
will. And she found that when she gave normal rats 
the disease, they were 100 per cent immune from 
cancer, no matter whether she tried to infect them 
with it by leprosy or chemical methods. 

A major drawback was that 50 per cent of the 
rodents given the kidney disease died of it. But in 
the surviving 50 per cent there was cancer immu- 
nity. Production of the disease in animals which had 
early stages of tumors “completely wiped out the 
tumors,” she declared. 


Kidney Theory 

The bacteria causing the kidney disease is not, 
however, the agent which attacked cancer or gave 
immunization, she said. But in some form it brings 
about a physiological change in the kidney Which 
prevents the kidney from supplying something evi- 
dently necessary for the growth of tumors, wher- 
ever located, Dr. Ashbel believes. 

Thus the kidney holds an important clue to can- 
cer, and when that mystery is solved, cancer solu- 
tion may be much nearer, 


Third Phase 


In addition to the discoveries that leprosy can in- 
duce cancer and that cystic kidney disease can in - 
directly prevent it—at least in the hamsters—Dr- 
Ashbel’s work has a third phase. That is that by 
simply transferring benign, or non-fatal, tumor tis · 
sue, the benign tissue becomes malignant in stead- 
ily increasing proportions. 

For example, a rat with a benign tumor would

Sept. 6 
(UP)—Virgil Gomez kicked up the 
sheets of his hospital bed and 
wriggled his fingers today to show 
doctors that he was improving 
after removal of a two-inch nail 
driven into his skull by a Japanese 
soldier. ' 

The 27-year-old former prisoner 
of war was “mentally alert, more 


according to Dr, J. Shirley Swee- 
ney, manager of the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration hospital here. After 
weeks in the hospital, Gomez con- 
sented to an operation to remove 
the nail, driven into his skull by 
a Japanese guard in 1943 when 
Gomez was a prisoner of war in 
the Philippines. 

Doctors were pleased at the, im- 
provement following the operation, 
but Dr. Sweeney warned the con- 
dition “could be misleading.” He 
estimated that it would be some 
10 days before the veteran was 
out of danger, and several weeks 
before it could be determined if 
improvement wag permanent.

This is a slender gold-like pencil with a miraculous tip 
compounded of a material which has the same flexibility of 
rubber and in theory works like a brush without the hazard of 
“bristle spread.” The tip is stippled and thus picks up lipstick 
color as easy as any brush. 

You may exert the same pressure while using it as you do 
with your pet lipstick when applying lip color, It bas a solid 
base, well-balanced, to control tip as you follow the lip outline. 

Here are direction#: Hold your lipstick in left hand. With 
right hand rub stippled tip of applicator across lipstick. Start 
at left corner of upper lip, applying pressure to applicator as 
you trace natural contour of mouth to cupid’s bow. Repeat 
from right corner and fill in rest of lip surface, Follow left 
to center and right to center to fill in lower lip. Use rim of 
outer edge of applicator to even lips for trim, symmetrical out- 
line, Check for minute imperfections which may be touched 
up with the finely tipped point. Blot lips with tissue. 

This lip pencil may be cleaned easily with tissue so you 
may change colors without washing the tool, It has a tight 
fitting cap to keep the applicator absolutely clean so it may be 
carried about willy-nilly.

OOD TART SHELLS start 
with good plain pastry. But 
the pastry must be rolled a tri- 

fie thicker than for regular pie be- 
cause the shell must be substan? 
tial enough to hold the filling 
without breaking. If little tart 
pana are available, the pastry 
should be fitted generously inside 
the pans without stretching and 
fitted well into the angles and 
flutes, then the pastry should be 
vepy adequately pricked so as to 
4 the shape while baking. 
No extra rim or fluting is re- 
quired on tart shells. If tart pans 
are not available, then big muffin 
tins may be used for shaping and 
baking the shells. Gut circles of 
st large enough to fit 

over otftside bottom and sides of 
eack muffin ring and barely 
touch the flat sheet of the muffin 
Pinch the pastry circle at 
equal distances to take up the 
excess dough at the edge and 
make it fit snugly against edge 
of muffin ring. Then prick, and 
bake just as you would a single 
crust pie shell—425 degrees Fah- 
renheit for about 15 to 18 min- 


utes. 
Butterscotch Tarts. 

One-third cup butter, one-third 
cup floor, two cups milk, scalded, 
one and one-half cups light brown 
sugar, firmly packed, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, five egg yolks, one- 
half teaspoon vanilla. 

Méit butter, in top of double 
boiler over low heat, then blend 
in the flour. Pour the scalded 
milk over the sugar stirring until 
dissolved. Then add this sweet- 
ened milk mixture to the butter- 
flour mixture. Place over hot 
water and cook with occasional 
stirring for 20 minutes when the 
mixture should be smooth, thick. 
Stir a little of this hot mixture 


into well-beaten egg yolks, then. 


slowly pour this back into double 
boiler and cook, stirring constant- 
ly, for two minutes when it should 
have a thoroughly cooked flavor. 
Remove from heat and stir in 
vanilla, Then pour into tart 
shells. Cool, then chill if desired 
and just before serving, spread 
with whipped cream. egg 
whites are available, meringue 
may be made and spread over 
cooled filling in shells and then 
browned in oven. Makes five to 
seven tarts, the number depend- 
ing on size of shells, 
Menus for Sunday.
